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_ Alabama Roads Among the Best 


Currently with Attorney General John 
Patterson continuing his attack on asphalt- 
| purchasing policies of Goy. James EB. Fol- 
|Som’s administration, there is a good deal 
of interest in roads, While slapped down 
by one State Supreme Court decision fav- 
| orable to the administration, Patterson has 
instituted delaying action in the courts in 
the hope of salvaging some kind of a con- 
solation victory from his first defeat, 

With this controversy fresh in mind, 
the writer took a 2,000-mile trip through 
six states since the last issue of the paper 
was published. A lot of miles were covered 
on blacktop roads in Mississippi, Arkansas, 
Oklahoma, Louisiana and Texas. Naturally 
/ roads were compared with those in Alabama 
~—and in almost every instance Alabama 
roads were better, 

it is not possible for the ordinary driv- 
er to get out and test the base, amount of 
blacktopping used or other criteria engi- 
neers study to determine the quality of a 
road. But it is easy for a motorist to de- 
termine which roads shake him up the 
least, where he can make the best time and 
subject his car to the least abuse. 

Alabama rates high on the list of the 
six states as having roads that are good 
from the motorist’s point-of-view. With 
the possible exception of Texas, none of 
the other states visited had roads better 
‘than “The Heart of Dixie.” Oklahoma's 
highways are as good as Alabama's, Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana have fine toads but not 
as good as ours. In this regard, during the 
past five years Mississippi has made tre-

Not a farm-to-market road in Coffee 
County is in as bad shape as most of the 
U. S. highways in Arkansas, Folks there 
really have something to complain about. 

Gasoline was cheapest in Oklahoma 
and Texas. In Arkansas, Louisiana and 
Alabama the price was about the same. 

So to the layman, it looks like Alabama 
is getting as much, if not more, for its 
road money than most of the states in the 
South and Southwest. All the lawyer's 
briefs in the state won't change a motor- 
ist’s feeling of relief when he comes over 
the state line into Alabama and hits a good 
highway. He remembers the soft shoulders 
and rutted roads of other states and won- 
ders just how much there is to all the ac- 
cusations being made by the attorney gen- 
eral, especially since the Supreme Court 
ruled for the administration, 

A motorist knows how much gasoline 
costs and when a road is rough or smooth. 
Using these two basic measures as a yard- 
stick in comparing Alabama's highways 
to those in other Southern states, “Ths 
Heart of Dixie” rates near the top. All the 
law suits in the world won't take away this 
realization from thousands of motorsts in 
Alabama. They see good highways and 
drive on them. Results are there to see and 
believe. 

Then when the Folsom administration 
is taken to court to defend its policies and 
wins out, it makes the Alabama motorist 
more certain he is getting satisfactory re- 
sults from the highway department of his 
state government. 

Big Jim does not have to take a back 
seat to any of the governors in the South 
when it comes to providing good roads for 
motorists. 


Farm Population in Country Dwindling 


What an Oklahoma A&M sociologist 
Says concerning that state’s dwindling 
farm population applies as well to the 
country as a whole. 

Dr. James D, Tarver expects a con- 


duced Oklahoma's farm population so hea- 
vily between 1940 and 1950. A similar trend 
is pronounced nationally and in Coffee 
County. As a matter of fact, this cityward 
}of World War I. 

But more recently it has been picking 
up speed. Larger farms are necessary for 
the efficient use of machinery. Small far- 
mers are selling out to their more prosper: 
ous neighbors and are drifting into the 
cities. The planting restrictions that ac- 
company the government's price support 
operations bear harshlv against the small 
farmer and hasten his departure to the city. 

Dr. Tarver says the farm population 
can be expected to stabilize at a “level con- 
sistent with the most efficient agricultural 
operations.” But since farm efficiency is 


lrift was visible even before the outbreak 


improving steadily, it still isn’t apparent 
where the point of population stability will 
occur, If one farmer can now do the work 
that 20 formerly did, a single farmer in the 
future may be able to do the work of 40. 

Of course the farm population is about 
to reach an irreducible minimum at some 
point. When that occurs the country may 
have seen the last of its so-called farm 
problem. For by then the farm vote pre- 
sumably would have become a_ negligible 
factor with politicians. 

This whole study of population trends 
points up again the absolute absurdity on 
the part of the Coffee County Board of 
Education in trying to establish two more 
rural high schools — one at Zion Chapel 
and the other at New Hope. To keep up 
even present microscopic enrollments, the 
Board of Education will soon have to send 
school buses into Elba, New Brockton and 
Enterprise to pick up students and then 
carry them to Zion Chanel and New Hone 
to attend classes. Of course this will he 
done at no additional cost to the taxpayers. 


Czsark Take Notice — It Could Happen to You 


The City of Ozark’s attempt to take 

over Alabama Power Company’s electrical 
| distribution facilities in that town still have 
not died. Some forces within the city gov- 
ernment would like to socialize the sale of 
electricity to residents by putting it under 
municipal management. 

Before ascquiescing to this treatment, 
Ozark residents should study, what has 
happened in Sylacauga. The chairman of a 

/committee protesting increased utility rates 
| there said March 4 that residents “are liv- 
'ing under a dictatorship in this city.” 

| A. R. Brown, speaking at a mass meet- 
{ing in Noble Park, said light, gas and sew- 
| age bills have been doubled and tripled in 


‘some cases under a local ordinance made 


effective in January. 

A restraining order against the in- 
creases has been asked by 103 persons who 
| petitioned Talladega Circuit Court. Nam- 
ing specific local authorities as respon- 
jents, the petition filed before Judge Har- 
|ry Teel points out Sylacauga operates util- 
ities under a legislative act and not under 
control from the Alabama Public Service 

| Commission. 


The act, the petition points out, pro- 
vides that charges for services rendered 
shall be reasonable and just. The suit 
charges the new rates are “unfair, unjust 
and unreasonable.”’ 

This can happen when any echelon of 
government takes over a business. Without 
competition or any regulatory body such 
as the Public Service Commission to con- 
trol them, government runs wild. It is al- 
ways justifiable, too, in the minds of the 
officials concerned. 

In Sylacauga the city government pro- 
bably is in financial straits and unable to 
furnish all the sewers, streets and other 
services they are called on to provide. To 
get money to pay for what might be term- 
ed essential city improvements, it is a lot 
easier to raise utility rates than taxes. So 
it goes, time after time, in city after city. 
The pattern is always the same and the 
result is always the same. 

The public gets less and pays more. 
Big business is a lot more efficient than 
big government and gives the consumer 
more and better service for his dollar thax 
any echelon of government. 


U. S., and Elba, Canine Population Alarming 


In his column in the Sunday. Birming- 
| ham News, Jerry Bryant, assistant sports 
editor, wrote that the increase in the dog 
population in the United States since 1953 
was 25 million. 

“ .. .In the face of these figures then, 

| this fact is self-evident — we're breeding 
| too many mongrels,” he writes. 
“One of the two big organizations de- 
| dicated to welfare of animals, the National 
Humane Society, has recognized this situa- 
| tion and has called for curtailment of stray 
logs and cats. 

“It is more humane to painlessly ter- 
minate the miserable existence of a mangy, 
diseased or crippled dog than to try to 
| bring him through long weeks of illness 
| "or a few meagre years of unhealthy life. 

“. . . The current dog population of 
the U. S. is sufficient almost to supply one 
for every family. And that again is just 
simply too darn many dogs. 

“A better balance is to be found in 
England. The estimated dog population of 


England, Scotland and Wales is three mil- 
lion against a population of not quite 50 
millions. In other words with not quite 
one-third our human population they have 
less, than one-eighth as many dogs. 

“Streets and alleys are not fit places 
for dogs in a city. People who do not have 
proper places to keep thir pets should not 
keep them at all. It is inhuman to subject 
them to the danger of horrible death under 
the wheels of automobiles by permitting 
them to run loose.”
